of coal exported. It was this situation 
which led to a conference of representatives 
of the Miners’ Federation at Manchester, 
andthe practically unanimous determina- 
tion to stop work on the 12th of March. . The 
conference represented 175,000 working 
miners belonging to one of the two great 
trades unions which divide between them 
the coal trade. The resolution became bin4d- 
ing on all members of the Miners’ Federation 
ofGreat Britain and Ireland—to which the del- 
egatés at Manchester belonged—some 290,000 
men, Of whom 200,000 men are ‘‘bottom work- 
ers,’’ and the remainder employed at the 
**pit bank.’* From the moment that this 
determination was announced almost a 
panic has reigned in the coal trade and in 
every industry affected by the lack of a coal 
supply. 

The miners of Durham are holding enthus!i- 
astic meetings, and have resolved that under 
no circumstances will they yield to the pro- 
posed reduction. 

Wooden barricades are being built around 
the mouths of the various pits in Durham 
and none of the miners will be allowed in- 
side these inclosures. 

It is believed that at the conference to be 
held on Wednesday next by the Miners’ Fed- 
eration it will be decided to limit the holiday 
toa week and to restrict the output during 
the summer.

LONDON, March 12.—At the Old Batley 
to-day Prince Louis Clovis Bonaparte, son of 
Louls Lucian Bonaparte, was acquitted on 
the eharge of defrauding Rosalie Clovis 
Bonaparte of a diamond necklace and other 
articles of jewelry, claimed to be 
worth some £20,000. The prosecution 
offered to withdraw the charge if the 
jewels were returned to Mrs. Bonaparte an1i 
the law Costs paid. Sir Charles Russell, who 
appeared for the defense, accepted these 
terms, At the same time contending that 
there was no evidence to warrant the charge 
of criminal conspiracy. A verdict of not 
guilty was then formally rendered. William 
Alexander Thompson, who had been indicted 
with the Prince onthe charge of conspiracy 
to defraud, was also acquitted on the same 
understanding. 


INSURRECTION IN BOLIVIA. 

LAPAZ, Bolivia, March 12.—The Insurgent 
Indians after experiencing defeat at the 
bands of Gen. Gonzales retired and have now 
been reinforced by the natives from the 
Grand Chaco District und the country along 
the Brazilian frontier. Five thousand 
Indians are now threatening the town of 
Panabamda and the frontier province of 
Tauga. The Government is sending forward 
troops as rapidly as possible to drive the 
Indians away and relieve the threatened 
points. 


TO ISOLATE LEPROSY. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, March 12.—The British 
Columbia Legislature has passed a resolution 
calling upon the Canadian Government to 
establish and maintain a lezaretto in the 
province forthe care of Chinese lepers, who 
are becoming numerous on the Pacific coast.

Mountgineers Settle a Feud

THE FACTIONS MEET BY AGREEMENT 
AND ONE DEATH RESULTS. 


J. lL. Asher Shot by his Mistress’ Hus- 
band—The Scene of Many a Bloody 
Vendetta—Murdered Her Riva!—Burg- 
lars Winged—Coney Men Caught—The 
Criminal Caleudag, 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 12.—The startling 
news has reached Here from Whitesburg, 
Ky., a small mountain town twenty or thirty 
miles north of Bristol, thata pitched battle 
had taken place, It seems that four persons 
were engaged in some manner inthe fight. 
On the forenoon of yesterday J. L. Asher, a 
well-known man of that section, anda Mr. 
Polly had a dispute which resulted ina fight. 
Neither was geriously injured. Mr. Polly’s 
wife had been for some time the mistress of 
Asher. Threats have been made and trouble 
has been anticipated recently. 

The forenoon skirmish did not quiet mat- 
ters, but tended to add fueltothe fire. Asher 
called to his aid one Combs and Polly called 
Dick Williams, his brother-in-law. Each re- 
ceived word from the other that matters 
must be settled. Armed with trusty Win- 
chestersthe four started from their homes 
toward the same spot. When 200 yards apart 
a halt was made, but soon they closed up the 
space. The signal was made and the firing 
began. Forty shots were exchanged anda 
bailfrom the gun of Williams finally went 
home. It struck Asher on the left breast, an 
inch above his nipple and penetrated his 
body. Hedied instantly. Combs, his part- 
ner, was captured. 

Much excitement prevails in that section. 
That portion of Kentucky is wild and is in- 
habited by such men as Talton Hall, the 
murderer of ninety-nine men, the Frenchs 
and Eversois, who have QBeen at war so long, 
the Howards and other noted characters. 

Whitesburg, Ky., is the county seat of 
Leicher County, of which somuch is known.

‘DEATH IN THE MINE 


Twe Hundred and Fifteen Lives Lost in 
the Belgian Colliery. 


FLAMES BURST FROM THE PIT’S MOUTH 
AND CUT OFF ALL RESCUE. 


Thirty-Three Blackened and Unrecogniza- 
ble Bodies Brought to the Surface—The 
Corpse of a Fourteen-Year-Old Girl 
Discovered—Crowds of Grief-Stricken 
Relatives—Casualties. 


BRUSSELS, March 12.—There has been little 
ifany abatement in the excitement in and 
about Charilero!, near wiiich place the ap- 
palling explosion occurred yesterday morn- 
ing in the Anderlues colliery. All night long 
hundreds of men, women and children have 
kept their dreary watch at the pit mouth, 
hoping for the best, yet almost knowing 
their hope was without reason. Many pitia- 
ble scenes have been witnessed, as wives and 
children have recognized among the bodies 
recovered the features of some dear one, dis- 
torted and blackened by the sheet of scorch- 
ing flame that had enveloped them. 

The fire caused by the explosion is still 
burning in the lower gallery where the acct- 
dent occurred. The shock.of the explosion 
detatched huge masses of rock and earth, 
and the galleries are so blocked with debris 
that it is impossible to approach nearer than 
100 yards of the place where the great body 
of the miners were working. Besides the 
dirt and rock the carcasses of forty horses 
are inthe approach, and these will have to 
be cutupand removed before the rescuers 
can proceed anp further inthe direction of 
aa gallery where the bodies are known to 


The gendarmes have great difficulty In pre- 
serving even the semblance of order in the 
vicinity of the pit mouth. The crowd of 
relatives of the miners are so distracted with 
grief that the orders of the gendarmes fall 
upon deaf ears, and the latter are cofhpelled 
to use gentile force to compel obedience. ‘Ihe 
police stationed at the office of the mining 
company, which has been transformed into 
a temporary morgue, was not so gentle in 
their dealings with the crowd. Many ofthe 
mourning relatives made an attempt to 
enter the office and were forcibly re- 
pulsed. Some of the more Geter- 
ined in the crowd insisted upon being ad- 
mitted, and the result was that several 
sculies occurred between them and the 
police. Finally, as it was feared that serious 
trouble might follow if the police persisted 
in refusing admittance to the building, the 
doors oftue office were barricaded to pre- 
vent ingress. 

BRINGING OUT THE DEAD. 

The bodies recovered were covered with a 
thick, black dust, which in some instances 
had been blown deep in the skin. As they 
were taken into the office they were placed 
upon stiaw that had been spread on the 
floor, and the faces were then cleaned as far 
as possible to allow of identification. Many 
of the faces, however, were entirely un- 
recognizable. 

The fact that some, if not all, of the women 
employed in the mine have met their death 
by the explosion will offer the unanswerable 
argument for those who oppose female iabor 
in underground employments. Among the 
| bodies recovered is that of a 14-year-old girl. 
| That she suffered indescribable agony is 
shown by the young face, which is so hor- 
ribly distorted that it cannot be recognized. 
The Diackened features are swollen almost 
beyoné all semblance to a human being. 

It has been ascertained that 270 persons 
were workinginthe mine at the time of the 
explosion. Most of them were at work in the 
two galleries where the greatest damage was 
done. One of these galleries is 450 and the 
Other 550 yards below the surface. Mining 
experts acquainted with the Anderlues 
colliery say that every person who was work- 
ingin the lower gallery must be dead, and 
few are expected to be rescued alive, asthe 
upper gallery is filled with deadly gas. Alto- 
gether thirty-three bodies have been re- 
covered. 

The fire in the mine grew flercer and flercer 
and since 2 o’clock this morning the heat has 
been so intense that it has been impossible 
for the rescuing parties to remain inthe pit. 
They have been compelled for the present to 
abandon all their efforts to reach the gal- 
leries. After it was found that the fire wn 
gaining in strengtha consuitation was heid 

etween the mine-owners and the engineers 
and it was decided that as there was not the 
slightest doubt that everybody in the mine 
was dead the only course left open for them 
to follow if they hoped to recover the bodies, 
was to flood the mine. 

ALL HOPE GONE. 

Preparations were being made to carry out 
this plan but, before any water could be 
pumped in, cries of ‘‘fire’’ were heard on all 
sides and, at3 o’clock, flames ascended to 
the pit’s mouth and sparks were scattered in 
every direction. A few minutes lateran im- 
mense column of fame shot through the ven- 
} tilating shafts, piercing the thick clouds of 

sinoke that were overhanging the shafts. 
The sight was grandiy magnificent es the 
mass of fame shot upward but it meant the 
certain death forevery person in the mine, 
This fact was fully recognized by the on- 
lookers, and the walling and shrieks of those 
near the pit’s mouth increased in violence as 
the lurid fame tore their last faint hope from 
them.

IT IS ALIKE HONORABLE TO AMERICA. 
~ AND GREAT BRITAIN. 


The Seals Must Not Be Destroyed Pend- 
ing WNegotiations—A Modus Vivendi 
Should Be Establishei and the Fish- 
eries Preserved From Canadian 
Poachers—Congressional 


WasnincTor, D. C., Maren 12.—Upto this 
time Senator Sherman has Geclined to ex- 
press his views relative to the Bebring Sea 
controversy, in view of the fact that his 
position as Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations 
cansed such an expression to savor of im- 
aga a while the subject was under 
the seal of secrecy and before 
the Senate in executive session. Now, how- 
ever, as the Senate has made public all of the 
correspondence and the text of the arbitra- 
tion treaty, Senator Sherman feels at liberty 
to speak publicly of the matter. When he 
was asked to-day bya reporter whether he 
favored the ratification of the treaty, in view 
{ of the failure up to this time tosecure a re- 
newal of the modus vivendl, the Senator re- 


lied: 
. **I do not wish to commit myself in respect 
to our seal fisheries in the rribyloff Islands 
until Lord Salisbury replies to the recent let- 
ter of Mr. Wharton. I regard the treaty now 
pending with the highest favor. It is hon- 
orable to both nations. Itis an example of 


arbitration which ought to be adopted in | 


every controversy between two countries 
bound by so many ties as Great Britain and 
the United States. Awar or even a conten- 
tion between them for a cause so trivial 
as one year’s fishing for seals would be a 
mr against civilization. It is manifest 
thatitis the interest and desire of each to 
preserve the Alaskan seal fisheries from de- 
struction by Canadian poachers on the high 
seas. The cupidity of afew vessel owners 
pending arbitration theatensto disturD the 
peace and amity of the two 
great nations, Surely diplomacy ought 
to be able to provide some modus vivend; 
during the present season. It may be un- 
pleasant and ungracious for Great Britain to 
resist by ships and sailors the reckless acts 
of a few of her subjects, for whose conduct 
Lord Sallsbury disclaims all responsibility, 
but we are under nosuch restraint, and are 
able to prevent such ching on rights that 
we purchased of Russia and which Russia and 
the United States have openly asserted and 
enjoyed for 100 years. Itis now claimed that 
by the law of nations our title is not good; 

that seals born and on our soil 
may be slaughtered in the high seas when by 
the laws of their nature they are taking their 
annual pligrimage. We are willing for the 
sake of peace to submit this question to arbi- 
tration. Weonly ask that the seals may not 
be destroyed Dy Pelagic fishing while the 
arbitrators are sitting. We would gladly 
share with Great Britain the ex- 
pense ae trouble of maintaining a 
status 7 pending the® arbitration 
ana will aithtully and honorably abide by 
its result; but it is asking too mucna for us at 
the same time to ailow irresponsible and 
unfriendly neighbors to destroy the very 
subject matter of the controversy, espe- 

Clally when we have at our command the 
means to preventit. Ido sincerely hope and 
trust thatthe executive authorities of the 
two countries willfind some way to bridge 
this difficulty.’’

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NO WAR FOR MONOPOLY. 


Doubtless the Tories of England, whose 
prospects aré somewhat gloomy, would 
like to go into an election posing inan at- 
titude of warlike resistance to American 
aggression in Behring Sea. 

Doubtless our own high-taxers, who are 
hard up for new pretexts for extravagant 
appropriations, would also welcome a bel- 
ligerent situation as favorable to enor- 
mously costly war preparations, to enable 
the tax machine to grind another quarter 
out of every dollar labor earns. 

But, with arbitration already provided 
for by a treaty concluded and awaiting 
ratification in our Senate, a serious collis- 
ion between two such nations over the 
pitiful remnant of the seals left in the 
rookeries while awaiting the decision of 
the arbitrators, is something which it 
would be both a blunder and a crime on 
the part of our government to seek or pro- 
voke. 

Our authority to strip American citizens 
and vessels of the right to take fur seals 
anywhere, is as unquestioned as our 
authority to give a favored company a 
monopoly of the privilege we deny to all 
other American citizens. But other na- 
tions do not concede our authority to ex- 
tend our protection of that monopoly 
privilege as against foreign sealers 
outside of our territorial jurisdic- 
tion, or more than three miles from 
our shores. We have never officially 
claimed that Behring Sea was a mare 
clausum, within our territorial jurisdic- 
tion. Mr. BLAINE and his predecessors in 
office have distinctly and repeatedly dis- 
avowed any such claim, andfor that very 
reason we have asked other nations to 
co-operate with us in protecting the 
American company’s monopoly, under 
pretense of ‘‘protecting seal life’’ by for- 
bidding their subjects, or vessels 
under their flags, to take seals in 
that sea at certain seasons outside 
of the three-mile limit. This was equiv- 
alent to an admission that we had no 
legislative jurisdiction over them at sea 
beyond the three-mile limit. To capture 
and punish them now as subject to our 
jurisdiction anywhere in Behring Sea, 
while awaiting the arbitration: of ‘the 
question as to what extended jurisdiction, 
ifany, we acquired or could acquire from 
our Russian treaty, would be to assert and 
exercise vi et armis the mare clausum juris- 
diction we have not presumed to claim. 

It would be like bringing suit for a piece 
of property in another’s possession, and 
then obtaining possession by force before 
the court could decide the question 
ofright. It would be an act of belligerent 
trespass inviting reprisals from the power- 
ful navy of Great Britain, and in the ensu- 
ing contest Great Britain would pose as the 
defender of all nations against the rage of 
our Government for creating and protect- 
ing monopolies, and compelling not only 
our own citizens, but all mankind to be 
subject to them on land and sea.

A Six-Foot Saloon Which Blocked 
the Sidewalk. 


The Liliputian Dramshop Backed by 
the Anheuser-Busch Brewery. 


ITS INTERESTING AND EVENTFUL 
CAREER ON GRAND AVENUE, 


are 
Started on a Permit for an Open Cig 
Stand, It Blossomed Ipto a Vest- 
Pooket Groggery—Burned Down, . It 
Is Rebuilt, and Is Now.Ready to Reopen 
With a Protest Filed Against Its 
License—An Interesting Situation. 


Until about a month agothere stood on the 
northwest corner of Grand avenue and Man- 
chester road the smallest saloon in St. 
Louls. 

It rightfully Becupied a *‘tract of ground’’ 
some six feet and a few inches in width. Its 
breadth was, in fact, so circumscribed that 
it nad totake an unlawful shoot to the side 
on Grand avenue, and it violated a city ordi- 
nance by encroaching about two feet on the 
Grand avenue sidewalk. 

But, although so small, this ‘‘*pocket’’ 
saloon was rightin the swim of the peculiar 
history of City Collector Ziegenhein’s dram- 
shop license department. It was only two 
yards wide, but it was all wooland, accord- 
ing to the statements m ade by the residents 
ofthat block, the minfature dramshop was 
run with a nerve greatly disproportionate to 
its size. Itis alleged to have hada license, 
but the statement is made that its license had 
been obtained on a petition signed by resi- 
dents of the bloca undera misapprehension 
of its purport. 

A LILIPUT DRAMSHOP. 

The six-foot saloon building wag erected 
about two yearsago. It was putup undera 
building permit, ft is statea, authorizing the 
proprietor to build only an open stand to be 
used for a little tobacco store. There was, of 
course, 00 privilege granted to extend its 
east side two feet out on the sidewalk, and 
there was nothing said to the neighborhood 
about any intention of using the peculiar lit- 
tle sentry-box for saloon purposes. But it 
is stated that a petition was circulated in the 
block for sighatures, and that In some way 
people were led to believe that the petition 
asked only the privilege of establishing a 
cigar and tobacco store on that corner. Soit 
was signed. 

Then the ‘‘little saloon on the corner’’ be- 
gan itscareer. It was a dependency upon 
the great power of the Anheuser-Busch 
Brewing Co,, and its first proprictor was a 
man named Crane, who was succeeded later 
by one Reilly. Like his immortal namesake 
in song, this Mr. Reilly was doing quite well 
with his watch-charm dramshop until about 
a month ago, as stated, 

Reilly did so well, in fact, that after a 
short time it became a matter of necessity to 
have more room. A saloon so small that 
when anextra keg of beer is rolled within it 
clogs the wheels of trade temporarily has its 
drawbacks, and Reilly recognized this. So 
he sized up the imposing Grand avenue 
side of his six-foot drinking palace and ap- 
plied to the Building Commissioner for a 
permit to adda bay-winaow to the structure. 

A REMARKABLE BAY-WINDOW. , 

The permit was granted, and it apparently 
covered the building of the most peculiar 
bay-window knownin the history of archi- 
tecture. This bay-window consisted of an 
addition to the entire east side of the little 
saloon, the old wall being torn away. As a 
bay-window, the addition was not an archi- 
tectural success, but asanew east-side en- 
croachment onthe Grand avenue sidewalk, 
it was a daisy, and it narrowed the sidewalk 
exactly two feet, in violation of the city oradl- 
nances. Butit gave Mr. Reilly’s Anheuser- 
Busch Liliput saloon a total width of a little 
over eight feet; and business boomed, 

With the building of this remarkable bay 
window, the residents of that block state 
that they then had two grievanceson hand. 
The first was the saloon, which had ‘‘am- 
bushed’’ theminthe guise of a little open 
cigar store, and the second was the~ building 
jutting out two feet over the Grand avenue 
sidewalk, the strange outcome ofa permit to 
erect u bay window. 

As to the saloon, they could do nothing 
because the license was alrea granted, 
But they complained tothe Buliding Com- 
missioner about the alleged ‘‘bay window,’’ 
and they reported it also tothe police, who 
haa the right to remove the sidewalk ob- 
struction by force, Their complaints did no 
good in either direction, forthe ‘‘nervy’’ 
little saloon stayed right on and did business 
at the old stand as usual.

CABMAN RATICAN’S FINE FOR ASSAULT- 
ING POLICE OFFICERS REMITTED, 


Ratican Boasted at the Time the Fine Was 
Imposed That He Would Gat His 
Money Back—After Two Courts Had 
Hela Him to Be Guilty Brennan Saved 
Him, 


How a Union Depot cab driver can slug two 
policemen, then sue one of them for assault 
and battery,and when fined in the police 
court for disturbing the peace laugh in the 
face of the Court and secure a remit from the 
Mayor’s office, is the story of the case of 
John Ratican. Ratican is one of the horde of 
cabmen and drivers who hover about the 
exits ofthe Union Depot all day soliciting 
trade, each ‘‘cabby’’ vieing with the other 
by tricks and lung power to secure 
@ prospective victim. Until a@ month 
ago, when the Post-Dispatcnu’ called 
attention to the assaults of the cabmen on 
the traveling public, the behavior of the 
‘*eriers’’ and ‘‘cabbies’’ at the depot was 
what might truly be called ruManly. Em- 
boldened by the privileges granted them by 
the policeman stationed at the door to 
watch over them they left their stand 
at the curbstone and bovered on the thresh- 
old of the doorway. Officer Gannon was in 
charge of this point in February and did his 
utmost to preserve the peace and good order. 
The cabmen ignored him, and he has 
since learned it was because he was 
lenient with them and treated them 
mildly. He had a reason for 
so doing. His predecessor at that post, 
Officer Holland. a small, wiry man, tried to 
subjugate the barbarous ‘‘cabbies’’ by phys!- 
calforce, It was a common sight toseea 
cabman with a black eyeatthe depot cab 
stand. 


OFFICER HOLLAND REMOVED. : 


AS a result Officer Holland was in the Jus- 
tices’ courts almost every day. At one time 
thirteen cases of assault and battery were 
pending against him. He wag fined several 
times and the Police Board for awhile paid 
the fines, but later they moved the officer to 
another beat. The success of the cabmen in 
the Justices’ courts caused them to be insult- 
ing tothe police, but not so much so asthe 
inability of the police to punish a Union 
Depot cabman in the Police courts. It is 
stated as a fact by Sergt. O’Malley of the 
Union Depot squad that it is useless to 
arrest cabmen for assaulting persons at the 
depot, for cursing the police, for disturbing 
the peace or for overcharging, astheir cases 
are ‘‘nolle prosequied or dismissed for want 
of prosecution,’’ whenever they appear on 
the docket. Withthe fearof being dragged 
into a justice shop on a charge of assault and 
battery and the knowledge that they cannot 
make a case against these men they are put 
over to watch, the police are ina very disa 
greeable position indeed. 

About two months ago Officer Gannon was 
placed at the main entrance to the depot and 
the cabmen did about as they pleased. Com- 
plaints of over-charging became frequent 
and many traveling people appealed to the 
police when assaulted by the cabmen, Dut no 
arrests were made. 15 
Officer Gannon tried to 
Ratican, who was carrying on in a high 
handed way, and the cabman replied with 
curses. Gannon told him he would take him 
to the station MH he did not behave and walked 
away. Ratican, ft is clatmed, followed the 
officer and dared him to make the arrest. 

SLUGGED THE OFFICER. 

Gannon turned suddenly on the cabman, 
and as he did so, it is said, Ratican struck him 
astunning blow in the face, and throwing 
an arm around his neck, held the officer’s 
head in chancery whfle he 
him with the other hand. 

Quigley seeing the fight rushed to the rescue, 
and, sohe claims, Ratican released Gannon 
andturned on him. Quigley claims }Ratican 
struck him inthe forehead and cut a gash in 
his scalp. As he was about to strike the cab- 
man with his club, ‘‘Big Ennis’’ Bradford, it 
is claimed, snatched the stick fromthe offi- 
cer’s hand, Quigley then pitched into Ratican 
with his fistsand gave him a sound drub- 
bing. Inthe Police Court the following day 
Ratican was fined $10 for disturbing the 
peace, and atonce appealed his case to the 
Court of Criminal Correction, where it is 
now pending, and is set for April 7. In the 
case of resisting an officer he 
a change of venue to 
delet Police Court. The 
he had a warrant issued. charging Officer 
Quigley with assaultand battery. Theofficer 
took a change of venue from Justice Kane’s 
court to that of Justice Slevin, and when the 
trial was ended Quigley was deciared' 
innocent of any assauit upon Rat- 
ican and the cabman had to 

ay the costs. On March 38 Ratican’s 
case in the Carondelet Police Court was tried 
and though he had six witnesses,all cabmen, 
and was sustained by two members of the 
House of Delegates, one of them Thomas 
Kineavey of the Nineteenth Ward, he 
was ned $20. Officer Connolly, now 
guarding the main entrance, though sum- 
moned ar a witness for the city turned 
out to be a witness for thecabman and said 
he knew nothing against the defendant’s 
character or conduct. it was said OMonnolly 
remained behind to congratulate Ratican, 
and drank with him, but this Connolly de- 
nies. He also denies that the cabmen have 
him ‘‘scared,’’ as some have sald. 

RATICAN’S PROUD BOAST. 
When Ratican heard the court fix the fine 
he smiled and Kineavey is also said to have 
rinned at the absurdity of such a thing. 
tican on leaving the court is credited wit 
the remark: 

*-You can fine all you please and I’ll pay it 
but you bet I’ll get it back from the Mayor,’ 

He kept his word. Yesterday City Marshal 
Emil Thomas paid Ratican $20 from his funds 
after hearing he had paid $20 tothe Clerk of 
the Carondelet Court. The following is the

The word ‘‘county’’ inthe section means 
any of the large cities of the State as well, 
Judge Normile has neve obeyed this section 
of the law until theGrand-jury now sitting met 
This time he charged th®:@ to take the artic 
into consideration. The Grand-jury are not 
obliged to confine themselves to the investi. 
gation of matter suggested to them by the 
judge, but a custom has grown up of depend. 
ing upon the judgp’s charge and the advice 
ofthe Assistant Circuit Attorney for guid. 
ance, 


MR. ZACHRITZ’ POSITION, 

The Assistant Circuit Attorney is Mr. Wu. 
jam Zachritz. who is a Republican. Since 
Judge Normile charged the Grand-jury 
to look into the enforcement of the 
dramshop license law In thJs city, it has been 
said pretty freely about the Grand-jury ante- 
rooms that Mr. Zachritz, on account of his 
political relations with Collector Zlegenhein 
and his friends would, by the means possible 
to his position, prevent the Grand-jury from 
following out the instructions of Judge Nor. 
mile, and would certainly make the Invest}. 
gation merely a superficial one, if the Grand. 
jury insisted upon going imto the subject. 

To-day Mr. Zachritz was quoted as saying 
directly that the law under which Judge 
Normile charged the Grand-jury didnot 
apply toSt. Louis, and that he should there- 
fore ignore the whole subject of saloon 
licenses in directing the Grand-jury’s work, 
Mr. Zachritz was seen to-day bya Posrt- Dis- 
PATCH reporter, and askedif this was true, 
He said it was not, and complained bitterly 
ofthe misrepresentation to which he bad 
been subjected in this connection. 

**My politics and my personal feelings have 
nothing whatever todo with my duty as the 
Assistant Circuit Attorney,’’ said he. ‘'I 
have taken an oath of office and I hold that 
oath sacred. I shall do my whole duty before 
the lee peg Grand-jury without regard to my 
politics or personal feeling. have done it 
here for three years, and nobody can j{ustly 
criticise me on that score, while Judge Nor- 
mile, after neglecting his duty for six years, 
suddeniy determines to do it.’’ 

APPLIES TO ST. LOUIS. 

‘The law, then, under which he made his 
charge, applies to St. Louis, as well as 
counties?’’ 

**Or course It does. The difference between 
the city and the counties is simply with re- 
spéctto the prosecution of saloon-keepers 
for selling liquor without license. I can’t lay 
cases of that kind be the Grand-jury, as 
they can in the county. The counties prose- 
cute those guilty of that offense by indict- 
ment, and the cities prosecute them in the 
police court.’’
